Lightning Conductors on Houses. 


” Professor Preece recommends as among 
the essentials to be observed in attaching 
lightning conductors to houses, that there 
should be no joint, unless it be a well 
soldered one; chain link rods, braided 
rope, tubing, etc., are to be avoided ; the 
ground connection must be sound and 
good ; each conductor, if there be more 
than one, should have a separate ground 
connection, but are also to be connectcd 
together, also connected with the lead 
roofing and all maases of metal in their 
neighborhood. It is, he says, not neces- 
sary to insnlate these conductors, and 
there should bo no points or acute angles 
in the conductor—the straighter and 
more direct its course to the earth the 
better. Telegraphic wire, one-fourth of 
an inch in Maneber is claimed to be 
superior for this purpose, and is largely 
employed in England, Itis also believed 
to be a safe estimate that the area pro- 
tected by a conductor is equal to its 
height above the ground.

A ROMANTIC CAREER. 


History of King Kalakaua's Disposed 
Prime Minister, 
The Nomadic Life of Walter M, Gibson. 
Hla Career as Coachman and Scholar in 
the South,—Hls Travels,

An interost’ ng sketch of the romantic 
and cheekered career of Walter VI. (rib. 
con, King Kalakana’s deposed Prime 
Minister, comes from Anderson, & ©, 
where he spent many years of jis early 
ife. The facta in this story have been 
wathered from several old citizens of An- 
derson, Who knew Gibson asa boy nearly 
fiity years age, and with whom he roved 
the Hille of the Blue Ridge in pursuit of 
rune that bas long since disappeared to 
the deeper fastnegacs of the great mount 
ain beyond. 

About 1830 Mr. William Van Wyck, a 
wealthy planterof Anderson County, was 
married to Miss Maverick, andthe youns 
ouple sfarted to New York on a bridal 
trip. In New York Me. Van Wyck adver- 
tised fora driver to take his coach back 
to South Carolina, and among the appli- 
eants Who came in answer to the adver- 
tixemont was young Walter M. Gibson, 
then a mere boy, but already had he vath 
‘red enouyh experience and knowledze 
fthe world to form the basis for a re- 
speetible dime novel. Of Gibson's life 
previous to this time noth ny definite was 
Known, but it was said that he was of 
foreign birth, and that he had alroaly 
been. in prison in Greece, but hat os 
‘aped by the aid of the keeper's dangly 
ters, and that he had returned to New 
York, for he had previousiy spent some 
lime there,

Gibson saw the advertiaement of Mr. 
Van Wyek, and, being out of funds, an 
uso to vratify his roving, romantic spirit, 
he appliéd and was accepted Gilson 
irove the horses from New York to Nor 
folk, Va. where his employer, who hud 
come by a ditferent route, joined him 
with lis wife, and were driven from 
Norfolk to Pendleton, S.C. While on 
the road Mr. and Mrs. Van Wyck were 
carrying on conversations in Broneh aid 
Gennan, antil Gibson told them that if 
they wished him not to understand them 
they must use some otherlanguags, This 
ied to inquiry, and Mr. Van Wyek dis- 
covered that his boy coachtuan was a 
seholar, and, though a coachman, hs was 
treated as one, A> white sercait wor 
something unusual inthe South at that 
time, and Mr, Van Wyek’'s driver ox- 
cited a good deal of attention, especially 
as he always had @ book with hin, and 
would spend his time reading while those 
he drove were visiting. That Gilson was 
strongly attached to his employer anil his 
family 18 seen in the reversed way he 
speaks of them in a book written after 
his escape from the Duateh in Samatra. 
In this book, written in the prison of 
Welterreden, he makes the following re 
tuarks on bis boyhood in South Cansing:,

Well, the man who has seen 
one, and lived to tell of it, has witnessed
